All of the cattle, in both cars, were obtained in the 
vicinity of Grampian and Curwensville, with the exception of 
three head" in Ooshen and a few around Lumber City and Curry 
Run. 


Bring New Ones 


Clearfield County is beginning to hold a unique position in the 


livestock centers of the State, having in the past few months 
imported about thirty head of pure breds from Grove City com- 
munity, and Columbia County, and expect to bring in about two 
car livads of pure bred heifei's before fair time this fall. 


] -^ The predominating interest seems to lie with the Guernsey 


W-< t'd, at the present time, and almost all inquiries received, by, 
the Farm Bureau, are for that breed of cattle. However, as has 
been stated previously on this page, the Farm Bureau, co-opera- 
ting with the Banks of the ounty will be glad to assist anyone in 
obtaining pure-breds of any other breed. 


A number of men who consigned grade Guernseys to both 


car loads that left the county are going to purchase pure breds 
in the near future, which will add greatly to the pure bred industry 
of the County. At the present time, there is a great demand for 
Guernsey cattle, both in the grade and pure bred line, and the 
writer feels certain that this interest will continue for years to 
come, as the Guernsey breed is one that has always held a fairly 
even level throughout the history of the dairy industry. This has 
been mainly, because of the scarcity of the breed, and the great 
popularity of the Holstein during the war period. 


A Good Market 


The Farm Bureau could find sale for two or three hundred 


head of either pure bred or grade Guernseys each year, if they 
were for sale. However since it c osts no more to feed pure breds 
than grades, and the price is double or more for the pure breds, 
it behoves the dairymen of the County to grade up their herds as 
quickly as possible, by the use of outstanding pure bred sires and 
to supplement a few of the grades with pure breds just .as quick- 
ly as possible or as finances will permit-

During the week of July 18th 


to 21st, the Farm Bureau held 
eleven Poultry Culling Demon- 
strations in Clearfield 
County. 


An average of twenty-five poul- 
trymen attended each of these

These meetings brought out 


the interesting fact that poor

WHO IS IN THE MARKET FOR QUALITY? 


During the past week, the second car load of grade Guernsey 


cattle was shipped out of Clearfield County. This bunch of twen- 
ty-two head, as well as the former load, went to Chester County, 
Pennsylvania. All of the cattle, in both cars, were obtained in the 
vicinity of Grampian and Curwensville, with the exception of 
three head" in Ooshen and a few around Lumber City and Curry 
Run. 


Bring New Ones 


Clearfield County is beginning to hold a unique position in the 


livestock centers of the State, having in the past few months 
imported about thirty head of pure breds from Grove City com- 
munity, and Columbia County, and expect to bring in about two 
car livads of pure bred heifei's before fair time this fall. 


] -^ The predominating interest seems to lie with the Guernsey 


W-< t'd, at the present time, and almost all inquiries received, by, 
the Farm Bureau, are for that breed of cattle. However, as has 
been stated previously on this page, the Farm Bureau, co-opera- 
ting with the Banks of the ounty will be glad to assist anyone in 
obtaining pure-breds of any other breed. 


A number of men who consigned grade Guernseys to both 


car loads that left the county are going to purchase pure breds 
in the near future, which will add greatly to the pure bred industry 
of the County. At the present time, there is a great demand for 
Guernsey cattle, both in the grade and pure bred line, and the 
writer feels certain that this interest will continue for years to 
come, as the Guernsey breed is one that has always held a fairly 
even level throughout the history of the dairy industry. This has 
been mainly, because of the scarcity of the breed, and the great 
popularity of the Holstein during the war period. 


A Good Market 


The Farm Bureau could find sale for two or three hundred 


head of either pure bred or grade Guernseys each year, if they 
were for sale. However since it c osts no more to feed pure breds 
than grades, and the price is double or more for the pure breds, 
it behoves the dairymen of the County to grade up their herds as 
quickly as possible, by the use of outstanding pure bred sires and 
to supplement a few of the grades with pure breds just .as quick- 
ly as possible or as finances will permit-
